By the Kyngeand the Quene, 


here at the openyng and begynnyng of the warres with the lrenche, the 
Z]Queenes Mateſtie cauſed her pzoclamacyon to be made and therein 
Igaue warning and licence to ſo many ok that nation inhabitynge within 
3 — as were not deniz ons to 3 _ ſame, within foꝛty 18 
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N 2d, Igiuen to vnderſtand that this notwithſtanding tyere remayneth to this 
N [Ee houre, aſwell within the Citie of London, as ells where in ſund2ye other 
. partes ofthe Realine, no ſmale numbꝛe of the ſaide french men whiche be 
no denizons at all, and pet not auoyded hence accoꝛdyng to the tenure of the ſayde pꝛoclamation, to the 
manpfeſt contempt thereol, and tendyng not onely to the great daunger of thys common welth , by luch 
pꝛactyſes as they myghte at tempte. But alſo miniſtryng iuſt occaſion of murmour, and dilcontentacion 
to others her naturall and louyng lubiectes:Her Maieſties pleaſure therefoꝛe is, foꝛalmuch as they haue 
not vled her hyghnes clementye and mercye, but contrarywyſe by diſobcing the lame ſhe wed a manifeſt 
tontempte of her tommaundemente, that furthw vpon the publyſhyng ofthos her highnes pꝛeſeute pꝛo⸗ 
clamation, it halbe leful fox anpe of her ſapde louynge ſubiectes not onely to take the ſayd french men not 
being denpꝛons, and euerye of thẽ pꝛiſoners, and ſo to vie them, But allo fo they: appꝛehenſyon and ta- 
kyng ol them in that ſoꝛte ſhall enioye to their owne pzoper vſe all ſuch goodes and cattelles, as the ſayde 
krench oz any ofthem had, oꝛ poſſeſſed at the tyme they were taken.
